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Introduction  to  the  NAN  Directory 

Summer  1988  Update 


The  National  AIDS  Network  (NAN)  was  established  to  be  the 
national  voice  and  resource  center  for  community-based  organi¬ 
zations  responding  to  AIDS,  providing  a  base  of  mutual  support 
and  acting  as  a  clearinghouse  of  the  latest  resources  that  can 
enhance  the  efforts  of  those  working  in  the  field.  NAN  strives  to 
empower  its  constituents — with  resources  and  training — so  they 
can  provide  leadership  in  their  communities. 


One  of  the  ways  NAN  strives  for  this  goal  is  with  this  directory. 
It  allows  those  in  community-based  AIDS  organizations  to 
contact  one  another,  share  information,  and  benefit  from  each 
other's  successes  and  failures.  In  addition,  the  directory  is  a 
resource  tool  for  the  many  others  responding  to  AIDS:  state  and 
local  health  departments,  foundations,  and  media  professionals. 

Organizations  are  often  called  on  to  provide  referrals  To  AIDS 
service  providers  in  other  geographic  areas.  The  NAN  Directory 
is  designed  to  enhance  the  means  available  to  such  organizations 
for  providing  information  and  referrals  to  those  in  need  of 
education  or  services. 

The  directory  is  divided  into  four  parts,  including  listings  of 
community-based  AIDS  education  and  service  organizations, 
state  AIDS  coordinators  and  selected  local  public  health  agen¬ 
cies,  key  go vernment  agencies,  national  private-sector  organiza¬ 
tions  addressing  AIDS,  and  AIDS  service  organizations  in  other 
countries.  (Community-based  organizations  are  indexed 
alphabetically  in  Part  VI.) 


This  update  of  the  directory  begins  to  distinguish  organizations 
that  are  minority-based  (whose  basic  mission  is  targeted  to  racial 
and  ethnic  minorities),  those  with  a  specifically  funded  or  staffed 
minority  program  that  is  aimed  at  racial  and  ethnic  minorities,  and 
finally  those  organizations  not  minority-based  and  without 
minority  programs  that  do  conduct  some  minority  activities. 
(Failure  to  include  one  of  these  terms  in  the  description  of  an 
organization  does  not  imply  the  absence  of  such  minority  pro¬ 
grams  or  activities,  as  not  all  organizations  could  be  reached  in 
time  for  this  printing.)  Part  VII  provides  an  index  to  those 
organizations  that  are  minority-based. 

Community-based  organizations  whose  listings  are  not  anno¬ 
tated  with  information  on  services  provided,  geographical  areas 
served,  hotline  information,  and  the  existence  of  minority  pro- 


grams  or  activities  are  encouraged  to  forward  such  infor¬ 
mation  to  NAN  for  future  editions.  Any  corrections,  revi¬ 
sions,  or  comments  on  style  or  content  of  the  directory 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  CRD  Program,  2033  M  Street, 
NW,  8th  Floor,  Washington,  DC  20036.

An  Open  Letter  from 
Tom  Goodgame,  President 

Group  W  Television  Stations 

In  1983,  Group  W  Television  station  KPIX  in  San  Francisco 
began  extensive  coverage  of  the  AIDS  crisis,  believing  that 
the  media  could  play  an  important  role  in  educating  the 
public  and  preventing  further  spread  of  the  disease.  By 
1985,  the  station's  involvement  in  the  issue  had  become  so 
extensive  that  an  entire  campaign  was  forged.  We  called  it 
AIDS  LIFELINE. 

In  1987,  Group  W  made  the  campaign  available  to  a  na¬ 
tional  audience,  and  AIDS  LIFELINE  became  the  first 
comprehensive  national  media  response  to  the  AIDS  crisis. 
In  1988,  the  Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company  joined 
us  in  this  effort,  becoming  the  sole  and  exclusive  national 
underwriter  of  AIDS  LIFELINE. 

Today,  55  stations  serving  more  than  half  of  the  American 
public  participate  in  AIDS  LIFELINE.  Proceeds  from  the 
national  AIDS  LIFELINE  campaign  take  the  form  of  chari¬ 
table  donations  to  AIDS  caregiving  organizations. 

The  campaign  uses  the  resources  of  every  department  of  a 
television  station.  Group  W-produced  documentaries, 
public  service  announcements,  special  programs  and  news 
reports  bring  the  latest  information  about  AIDS  to  partici¬ 
pating  stations,  which  augment  the  basic  package  with  a 
range  of  news  and  local  information,  as  well  as  community 
outreach.  All  the  elements  work  to  reinforce  a  basic  mes¬ 
sage — that  the  facts  must  be  known,  and  that  understand¬ 
ing  brings  compassion. 

In  addition  to  programming  elements  it  provides,  AIDS 
LIFELINE  encourages  stations  to  reach  out  in  their  com¬ 
munities  to  support  groups  that  dedicate  themselves  to 
helping  People  With  AIDS.  The  National  AIDS  Network  is 
one  of  the  key  organizations  in  the  United  States  now  going 
about  that  important  work,  and  we're  pleased  to  work  with 
NAN  for  the  second  time  to  produce  the  NAN  Directory  of 
AIDS  Education  and  Service  Organizations ,  in  regular  publi¬ 
cation  since  1986. 

Clearly,  a  crucial  audience  for  this  directory  is  the  media —

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journalists  who  must  provide  solid  information  to  their 
readers,  viewers  and  listeners.  To  do  their  jobs,  reporters 
must  be  able  to  locate  the  sources  who  possess  the  best 
possible  information  and  insight  into  the  subject  in  all  of  its 
medical,  social,  and  human  dimensions.  The  community- 
based  AIDS  service  organizations  listed  in  this  directory 
are  those  sources. 

We  hope  this  publication  will  be  a  valuable  tool  to  journal¬ 
ists  as  they  join  others  in  the  essential  task  of  informing  and 
educating  the  public.
